The b earded patriarch is high 
priest of the alm ost extinct Sa­ 
m aritan com m unity which still ob ­ 
serves the feast of the Passover 
in exactly the sam e way Moses 
com m anded in the Old Testam ent. 
There are only 345 Sam aritans 
rem aining in the once-flourishing 
com munity. 
But the Sam aritans have clung 
to rigid ob servance of the Pass- 
over in the most minute detail. 
Their Passover this year 
fell 
on the sam e day as Good F ri­ 
day. On this occasion every Sa­ 
m aritan alive is expected to gath­ 
e r on Mount G erizim —the Sam ari­ 
tans sacred sanctuary near Nab ­ 
lus. Jordan. 
The Sam aritan feast is one of 
the 
most 
prim itive 
rituals 
still 
practiced in the world and one of 
the last in which a b lood sacrifice 
form s part of a 
religious cere­ 
mony.

In Jerusalem itself the em pha­ 
sis during Good Friday was on 
events leading up to Christ’s death 
and b urial with the Way of the 
Cross procession the m ajor event. 
Pilgrim s and ^tourists gathered in 
groups according to language and 
followed m assive crosses from the 
point w here Christ was tried b e­ 
fore P ilate to Calvary and the 
tom b . The procession stopped at 
14 stations along the way through 
the twisted cob b lestoned streets of 
this m edieval city whose archi­ 
tecture recalls the Crusades. 
In the evening inside the aged 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre a 
statue representing the b ody of 
Christ will b e taken off the cross 
on C alvary and placed inside the 
tom b in a solemn b urial service.
